In  previous  reports  I have  mentioned  that  the 
number  of  births,  deaths  and  other  vital  statistics  are 
too  small  for  accurate  statistical  conclusions  to  be  dravm 
and  this  must  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering  the  Report 
for  the  year  I968. 

The  total  live  births  fell  from  120  in  196?  to 
100  in  1968,  but  the  birth  rate  is  still  above  the  national 
average.  The  total  deaths  increased  from  60  in  I967  do 
72  in  1968.  However,  this  is  less  that  the  quinquennial 
average  of  76. 

The  Urban  District  Council’s  first  Cloarance  Area 
having  been  confirmed  in  1967 > it  was  hoped  that  progress 
would  continue  in  I968.  A start  v^as  made  cn  house  inspections 
of  another  area,  but  owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  on  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  departments  this  work 
had  to  be  postponed. 

I have  included  as  usual,  for  your  interest,  my 
Annual  Report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  which  of 
course  covers  Bollington  U.D.C.  ar  well  as  Macclesfield  M.B.C. 
and  gives  a wider  picture  of  the  Health  Service  within  the  area. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
help,  which  they  have  given  to  the  department  and  also  the 
Officers  and  Staff  of  my  own  and  other  Departments  for  their

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which  is  the 
licensing  authority  for  bottling  and  dealers  establishments 
under  the  Jililk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  The  results 
of  the  sampling  are  received  from  the  County  Council  Officers. 

No  ^evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  was  found  during  the 
year. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  eradication 
programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council  has  turned  its 
attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk. 

Brucella  organisms  are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk, 
but  their  presence  in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in 
humans,  \7here  evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is 
demonstrated  in  routine  sampling,  immediate  action  is  set  in 
motion  to  isolate  the  affected  cow  (so  as  to  prevent  the  milk 
being  sold  in  its  raw  state) ,

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1968. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I expressed  concern  that  the 
attendances  at  Day  Nurseries  had  fallen,  fortunately  during  the  past 
year  attendances  increased  by  2,347  each  day  nursery  having  an  increased 
daily  average  attendance,  though  still  below  their  capacity.  At  the 
time  of  writing  the  waiting  lists  have  virtually  disappeared  so  the 
administration  of  the  nurseries  has  been  altered  so  that  applications 
arc  now  made  direct  to  the  Matrons  vAio  will  thereby  be  in  a position 
to  fill  vacancies  without  delay. 

The  number  of  notified  births  during  the  year  have  fallen  for 
the  first  time  in  several  years.  The  number  of  hospital  confinements 
increased;  this  results  in  a fall  of  50  in  the  number  of  home  confinements. 
Tiiese  statistics  however  do  not  present  the  whole  picture,  as  the 
number  of  hospital  confinements  accepted  for  early  discharge  also 
increased  and  became  the  responsibility  of  the  domicilliary  midwives 
v/hen  the  mothers  and  infants  axe  dismissed  from  hospital  to  their  o\m  home. 

I would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  Day  Centre  for  the 
Elderly  Mentally  Infirm  which  started  in  December,  1967*  The  number  of 
patients  has  increased  dramatically  during  the  yean  from  7 "to  over  30. 

This  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  relatives  and  friends.  The 
Matron  maintains  a friendly  and  homely  atmosphere  and  the  majority  of 
patients  have  improved  both  physically  and  mentally  because  of  regular 
meals  and  regular  medication  as  prescribed  by  the  patients  family  doctors. 
Very  soon  now  an  experiment  is  taking  pla,ce,  in  that  all  the  patients  will 
be  going  for  a weeks  holiday  with  the  staff.  Not  only  should  the  patients 
benefit  but  it  is  giving  mrny  relatives  a useful  rest  and  I am  sure  the 
Committee  will  wish  the  patients  and  the  staff  every  success  in  its  new 
venture . 


I would  thank  all  the  Divisional  Staff  particularly  those  in  the 
Divisional  Office  for  their  hard  and  loyal  work  throughout  the 
year  and  I also  give  my  thanlcs  to  .all  voluntary  workers  and 
officers  and  tho  staff  of  the  district  council  v;ho  have  helped 
the  department  throughout  the  year.

The  films  shown  on 
Health  Education  and  travel  films  on  places  of  interest  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Members  of  the  Clubs  and  many  of  the  members 
have  expressed  their  interest  in  the  films.  The  Clinic  Nurse  has  also 
been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  the  problems  that  have  been  brought 
to  her  notice  either  by  the  members  or  by  the  members  of  the  W.R.V.S,

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In  addition  to  the  etfore  mentioned,  Bed  Pans  have  been  issued  to  the 
Midwives  for  use  in  confinement  cases.  Protective  incontin'^nce  pants  were 
issued  to  10  cases  for  which  5>200  disposable  interliners  were  issued  and 
12,000  disposable  sheets  were  purchased  for  issue  to  District  Nurses  and 
patients. 

Physically  Handicapped  Persons 

Adaptations  to  property  and  equipment  such  as  provisions  of  handrails 
to  paths,  ramps,  bath  and  toilet  aids,  foundations  for  garages  and  widening 
of  paths  etc.  were  provided  in  twelve  cases  during  the  year. 

Car  Badges  for  severely  disabled  drivers  were  in  use  in  I4  cases  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Handicapped  Persons  Club 

The  club  has  continued  slowly  in  gro\^th  throughout  the  year,  to  include 
eight  new  members,  and  bringing  the  present  membership  to  fifteen.  Visiting 
members  from  the  Northwich  club  for  the  Physically  handicapped  have  attended 
almost  weekly  and  return  visits  to  the  Northwich  club  have  been  made  by  our 
members  on  several  occasions. 

Work  undertaken  by  the  club  during  the  yean  has  been  varied,  factory  out- 
work has  included,  cutting  out  of  machined  embroidery,  banding  of  electrical 
transformers,  and  assembly  of  plastic  toys.  Funds  have  also  been  raised  by 
the  sale  of  spill  holders  made  by  the  members,  by  the  sale  of  re-made  Christmas 
cards  and  by  raffles. 

The  money  earned  in  work  production  during  the  year  has  been  collected 
into  a club  fund,  and  used  to  cover  the  cost  of  outings  and  social  functions. 

Day  excursions  last  year  were  arranged  to  Buxton  and  Chester  and  an  outing 
to  Sandbach  market  was  organised  for  the  lady  members.  The  annual  Christmas 
dinner  was  repeated  with  a larger  group  of  relatives  and  friends  making  up  the 
party  at  a local  cafe.

During  the  year  the  transport  facilities  have  been  reviewed  and  no 
journey  now  exceeds  one  hour  in  travelling  time.  Escorts  are  provided 
to  travel  v;ith  the  children  there  being  two  escorts  on  any  transport 
carrying  more  than  15  children. 

3 children  transferred  to  the  Adult  Training  Centre  and  one  removed 
from  the  area, 

A physiotherapist  attends  two  sessions  per  week  to  give  special 
treatment  to  children  who  have  a physical  handicap.  In  addition  a 
chiropodist  attends  to  give  treatment  one  session  per  month.  Both  these 
services  are  of  great  help  to  the  children  concerned. 

The  Macclesfield  and  Wilmslow  S'icieties  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  continued  to  give  their  financial  support  and  Mrs.  Buxton  of 
Macclesfield  made  a donation  of  £130  as  a result  of  a "Bring  and  Buy"  at 
her  home.  Various  items  of  equipment  were  purchased  including  a number 
of  bicycles,  tricycles  and  scooters  which  give  a great  deal  of  pleasure. 

The  Hurdsfield  "Tuesday  Club"  gave  the  children  an  excellent  party 
and  entertainment  at  Christmas  and  the  Macclesfield  Rotarians  organised 
a visit  to  the  circus  at  Belle  Vue,  In  addition  the  children  v/ent  on  many 
excursions  and  outings  to  the  Park  etc. 

A "Harvest  Festival",  other  Open  Days  during  Mental  Health  week  were 
held  for  parents  and  friends, 

A number  of  students  were  attached  to  the  Centre  for  periods  of 
practical  training  and  many  visits  of  investigation  and  observation  were 
made  by  teachers  and  student  teachers,  nurses,  social  workers  and  school 
children.

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First  the  government  ••Selective  Employment  Tax”  (S.E.T.)  has  made  it 
even  more  difficult  to  persuade  employers  to  give  our  Trainees  a trial,  and 
second  is  that  we  are  now  "beginning  to  cut  into  the  level  of  Trainees  whose 
general  potential  for  going  out  to  work  in  a factory  is  borderline.  These 
lads  and  girls  who  perhaps  a year  or  tv/o  ago  would  have  been  considered  only 
suitable  for  sheltered  emplcyment  v/ithin  a Training  Centre,

lir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  in  Macclesfield  and 
Bollington  during  1968, 

Since  my  last  report  one  mental  welfare  officer  has  been  transferred  to 
Stalybridge,  another  mental  welfare  officer  has  been  seconded  for  two  year 
professional  training,  and  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  two  new 
officers  to  the  staff,  Mr.  S.  McKie  and  Mr.  A.  Shone.  I feel  sure  they  will 
both  make  a valuable  contribution  to  the  service. 

Mental  Health  Week  1968,  like  the  two  former  campaigns  of  1966  and  196? 
proved  to  be  quite  successful.  The  theme  chosen  was  ’’Targets  for  Tomorrow"  - 
the  targets  covering  the  five  main  areas  in  the  mental  health  field  which 
most  need  support  and  improvement,  i.e.  research,  education,  prevention, 
treatment  and  care.  Events  in  the  Macclesfield  area  included  a Film  Show 
supported  by  guest  speakers.  Open  Meetings,  and  Open  Evenings  at  the 
various  social  clubs.  During  the  Mental  Health  Week  we  also  had  the  very 
great  pleasure  of  seeing  Ashfield  House  opened  as  a Day  Centre  for  the 
elderly  mentally  infirm.  This  was  indeed  the  highlight  of  the  year.  May  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  everyone,  from  both  Statutory  and  Voluntary 
organisations,  who  helped  in  so  many  ways  to  make  Mental  Health  V/eek  a success. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  liaison  with  Parkside  Hospital  continues 
to  be  excellent,  thus  enabling  us  to  give  a far  more  effective  service  to 
those  who  need  it.  Senior  nurses  from  the  hospital  continue  to  attend  the 
department  for  one  week  during  their  final  year  of  training,  and  are  there- 
fore enabled  to  have  a greater  understanding  of  the  community  services. 

Out  patient  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  mental  subnormality  and  the 
complications  of  subnoimality  continue  weekly  at  Cranage  Hall  Hospital,  and 
are  attended  by  the  Medical  Director  of  Cranage  Hall  and  the  Prinicipal 
Medical  Officer  for  Mental  Health  for  the  County. 

The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club  (The  Bridge  Club) 
and  the  Over  l6’s  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  have  had  another  successful 
year  and  once  again  I wish  to  pay  tribute  to  all  those  people  who  give  so 
freely  of  their  time  throughout  the  year. 

Park  Lane  Hostel  for  submormal  females  remains  full,  and  it  is  rather 
disappointing  to  have  to  report  that  there  has  been  little  response  to  the 
County  Council's  Foster  Home  Scheme,  whereby  the  Council  make  grants  to 
foster-parents  who  are  prepared  to  take  a subnormal  person  into  their  home. 
Several  of  these  young  ladies  are  in  full-time  employment,  and  would  be  quite 
capable  of  living  in  the  community  if  homes  could  be  found  for  them.
